London, July 80.—(3:07 a. m.)—The 
correspondent of The Times at War- 
saw, telegraphing under date of last 
Sunday night, says: 

‘Tt is not believed that there will 
be any fighting in the vicinity of War- 
eaw and probably only a rear guard 
action between here and the new line. 

“The postoffice moved today.” 


London, July 29.—There are signs 
that momentous events are happening 
around Warsaw. If the evacuation of 
the Polish capital has not already be- 
gun, it is believed in many quarters 
that the withdrawal of the Russians 


is not far off.

At various points in Poland the Rus-

A SIMPLE BUSINESS. PROBLEM. 

* Provision for the future of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad*is a simple business 
problem. It is nothing more than a matter 
of negotiation. It is complicated by the fact 
that the property to be dealt with is a large 
one with many details to be taken into con- 
sideration; it is simplified in that the num- 
ber of persons with whom the negotiations 
must be conducted is extremely limlted. It 
reduces itself to a question of what the state 
will accept and what the lessee will give; 
between which, if they are far apart, there 
is almost assuredly some middle ground upon 
which they can get together with approxi- 
mate satisfaction to both. 

The state naturally wants to get all the 
income it can trom the lease of the property. 
The tenant, whoever it may be, equally de- 
sires to get it at the most moderate rental 
cost. This is a struggle that has gone on be- 
tween tenant and lessor since the world be- 
gan, at least from the time when the first 
piece of renting property was put on the 
market. It is a struggle Georgia has got to 
face now. 

The house and senate committees on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad have taken a 
far step in the solution of this problem by 
the presentation of a bill in both branches 
providing for a commission composed of the 
governor, members of both houses and sev- 
eral citizens to go fully into all its details, 
and, if they reach that point, to draw up a 
new lease for the consideration of the legis- 
lature at its session next summer. 

Through the enactment of this bill the 
legislature has an opportunity to get to the 
vitals of this issue, and have before it when 
it meets in 1916 the foundation for final solu- 
tion, subject to its amendment and its ap- 
proval. 

This measure commits the state to moth- 
ing. It simply provides for the fundamental 
and necessary negotiations which, at their 
conclusion, are to be reported back to the 
original authority for final consideration and 
action. 

Agreeing that this bill is a proper begin- 
ning of the solution of the big question now 
before the state, there are some things which 
should be thought about in connection with 
it. One of these is the pending question of 
the building of a parallel line by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville from Cartersville into 
Atlanta. Nobody wants to see that road cut 
out‘of its Atlanta terminus and connections 
any more than they want to see built such 
parallel or competing lines as would damage 
or seriously affect the business of the state 
road. 

In of the situation why isn’t 
there a common basis upon which state and 
lessee get together satisfactorily and 
frame a new lease contract that will suit 
both parties? The Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, the present tenant, is the one 
logical bidder for the future this 
property. It furnishes this system its only 
possible Atlanta and connec- 
tion.

Present indications point to a new lease 
to the present tenant, as the most logical 
solution of the problem. If—the commis- 
sion’s inquiry ascertains this to be true, 
then its duty-resolves itself into negotiating 
for the best obtainable terms for the state. 
But let it be clothed with power to enter 
broadly and fully into these negotiations. 
Let it say upon what terms the new lease 
shall be framed, remembering always that 
its final conclusions are to be reported to 
the legislature for its approval or disap- 
proval, as the case may be. 

If agreement should be found impossible, 
no serious harm can be done, as there will 
remain a period of three years and a half 
in which to work out finally the problem of 
a new lease. 

But there is no apparent reason why this 
should be necessary. The right sort of a 
commission, we believe, can work this prob- 
lem out satisfactorily to state and lessee. It 
should enter into the question upon a basis 
of business justice. Each party may have 
to make some concessions, but'in the end a 
new contract should be framed upon which 
both parties can stand, with the conviction 
that justice has been done to all interests. 

Any commission named should go at this 
problem as if it were its own. The right 
sort of a commission will do just that. But 
in any event the legislature has the last say, 
and nothing final can be done until it has 
given assent and the governor has approved. 


OUR RIGHTS ABROAD. 

While our issue with Germany is grad- 
ually solving itself through manifest disposi- 
tion on the part of that country to conduct 
its submarine warfare in accordance with 
our requirerhents, our difference with Ing- 
land, involving the freedom of the seas, is 
daily becoming more serious. 

Cable advices from London indicating the 
stubborn attitude of the British government 
with reference to its “orders in council” re- 
stricting neutral trade in non-contraband are 
anything but reassuring from the American 
standpoint. We are asked to await the ar- 
rival of a supplementary British note, with 
the intimation that when it is forthcoming 
it will be but a continuation of the argument 
upholding the right of England to continue 
her blockade of neutral European ports both 
against incoming and outgoing cargoes. 

England is necessarily aware of the de- 
termination of this country to maintain the 
freedom of the seas in behalf of its legal 
commerce. If there is any intention upon 
her part of acceding to our wishes she is 
moving very slowly to the point, The prob- 
lem is one which demands a speedy settle- 
ment, not only from the standpoint of illegal 
and unwarranted interference with neutral 
commerce generally, but from that of the 
preservation of the-market rights of the cot- 
ton crop whose harvest is now scarcely 
thirty days off. 

The temper of the American people rela- 
tive to this unlawful interference with their 
trade is indicated in thousands of letters 
which are reaching the Washington authori- 
ties from all parts of the country urging and 
demanding extreme measures unless England 
promptly assents to cease interference with 
our non-contraband commerce bound for 
neutral ports. The bulk of these suggestions 
call for an extraordinary session of congress 
to declare an embargo against the exporta- 
tion of munitions and war supplies, unless 
our trade with neutral ports is let alone. 

There should be no necessity of going to 
the extreme of retaliation. Undoubtedly 
England can be made to understand that the 
temper of the American people being 
sorely tried by her injustice and her illegal 
acts. and that the ordinary course di- 
plomacy cannot be much longer relied upon

to restrain their reasonable demands 
congressional action to insure protection of 
American commercial rights upon the seas. 
It would seein that proper understanding of 
determined public sentiment here would con- 
duce to prompt and satisfactory revision of 
the obnoxious “orders in council.” 

In the meantime, the American people are 
relying upon President Wilson to handle the 
situation with the same firmness and deter- 
mination displaved in dealing with Germany. 
They are confident he will let England under- 
stand that this government will expect of 
Great Britain the fullest assurance that our 
neutral rights of commerce on the high seas 
shall be respected; that while the right of 
visit and examination is admitted, the prima 
facie evidence of the neutrality of the vessel 
and the non-contraband nature of the cargo 
must be accepted, and that claims by Great 
Britain against our citizens for violation of 
blockade must be subject to arbitration in 
the same manner as are our claims to dam- 
ages because of illegal detentions and seiz- 
ures of cargoes. 

The American attitude upon this subject 
was made as definite and emphatic as it was 
possible for language to state it in the last 
to Germany.

Senator Boykin’s Bill Fix- 
ing Sums to Be Expended 
by Different Statehouse 
Officers Favored by Com- 
mittee. 


Candidates for statehouse offices will 

limited in the expenditure of cam- 
paign money if a bill is passed which 
reported favorably by the senate 
committee on general judiciary yester- 
day. The bill was introduced by Sena- 
tor Boykin, of the seventeenth. 

A candidate for governor would be 
allowed to spend not over $5,000. Judges 
of the appellate and justices of the su- 
preme courts,. railroad commissioners, 
prison commissioners, commissioner of 
commerce and labor, the attorney gen- 
eral, the comptroller general, the state 
treasurer and the commissioner of agri- 
culture will be limited to a campaign 
fund of $2.000. A candidate for po- 
sition as judge of the superior court 
or for position of state solicitor 
general will be allowed but $1,000.

These bills all 
relate to the plan of systematizing land 
titles in Georgia, and are companions 
to the Torrens land title bill, which 
has been introduced in the house. 

‘These bills provide for the keeping 
of a “lis pendens” docket in every 
county in the state, for the amending 
of section 3321 of the code of 1910 as 
to general execution dockets, for the 
recording of assignments or transfers 
of executions that have been entered 
on the general execution docket, for 
an amendment to section 6 of the code 
of 1910 in regard to requiring proper 
indexing of all dockets of actions in 
the superior courts, for admitting to 
record transfers of bonds for title to 
land and for keeping the filing docket 
and index to conveyance of personalty. 

Chief Clerk’s Compensation. 

A bill by Senator Walker to amend 
sections 282 and 233 of the civil code 
of 1910 relative to the compensation 
of the chief clerk in the treasury de- 
partment was reported favorably by 
the general judiciary committee.
